Naturally t lie orange had no.comniei 
cud importance,'iml was regarded only 
as an ornaineulal ami domestic prod 
m l to he propagated only so far as it 
was available for home use. 

Aft et < t he aeiptisil itni ol Floriila by 
the I mird States the \inerican popu¬ 
lation ga v e some impel us to the plant - 
mg of glove- n long l lie..coast and on 
the St iloluisv. riv er. The Ituit was 
purchased by small coasting vessels, 
vvini'll rathe init from'the North with 
provisions and carried hack oranges 
filming «it her exchanges. This limited 
export was only a v aihihlenti tliecoast 
in* navigable sl reams \ farsighted 
and . cut ei prising Fuglislnuau. .Mi.
